fluence of chief justice by presidential

All thought of jamming the bonus 


through 
in a few days 
is being 


abandoned.

measure do not wish to filibuster or 
Otherwise delay its passage but they 
do want an opportunity to tell their 
constituents why they are against the 
proposal. Usually it takes a member 
of congress more time to explain why 
he is fighting something than why he 
favors it.

the bonus. 
Those who favor it will 


also want to show their constituents 
how actively they championed it. This 
means that" if the tariff gives way on 
the calendar to the bonus the latter 
may take three or four weeks to pass 
through the senate. 


As for the debate on the bonus. 


there is talk of a presidental address 
to the senate 
when 
tHe measure 


reaches the floor of the senate. Mr.

NOT ENOUGH TEACHEES 


There is usually a loss for Wisconsin 


schools of over 3.000 teachers yearly, who 
must be replaced by new recruits. About 
300 more teachers are needed each year 
to take care of the increased number of 
school children. 
It is conservative to say 


that at least 1.650 of these new teachers 
are needed for the country schools. Latest 
reports from all the normal schools from 
28 out of 31 county training schools 
and from IP out of '2'2 high school teacher 
training courses show an increase .of 456 
graduates this year who are trained to be 
rural teachers. 


The supply of teachers did not meet 


the demand last year. 
At the most, we 


cannot hope to have over 500 additional 
teachers from these sources to fill the es- 
timated new rural positions and those left 
vacant by special license people.

It is probable that almost as soon 


as men began to collect together, for 
a common purpose, some kind of a 
symbol, banner, or standard was used 
as an outward and visible sign of 
a rallying force. It cannot be doubted 
that flags or their equivalents have 
often served for reminding of past 
resolves, past heroes, past deeds, to 
rally to enthusiasm these sentiments 
of "esprit do corps" of family pride 
patriotism, or religion upon which 
good leadership, numerical force, suc- 
cess in warcfare depends. 


The idea of a national banner or 


standard originated with the Egypt- 
ians. Banners, standards or ensigns 
are frequently mentioned in the Bible.

teen colonies of the United States be 
red and white, that the
